Claim 5 is dependant on cancelled claims 2-4. Claim 5 is amended to read as 
follows: "The process for photolyzing organic matter by using the process of claim 1 
wherein the photocatalyst is titanium dioxide. 

Claim 6 is amended as follows: A wastewater treatment process comprising the 
steps of providing wastewater and applying the process for photolyzing organic matter 
of claim 1 , to the wastewater. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 5-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose where the hydrophobic ionic 
liquid is a quaternary ammonium-type ionic liquid having the specified formula in claim 
1.
